The following is an extract from the official 
report given by the delegates from Nebraska, 
which appears in the Free Press, August 2nd: 

To this section of the country they gave their 
special attention and were enabled, by the kind- 
ness of the mayor and corporation of Sainanben, 
and afterwards of Major Griesbach, command- 
ing the mounted police at Fort Saskatchewan, 
who furnished teams for their convepance, to 
see a very large portion of the country. 

The first day they were driven through the 
Sturgeon river country, visiting the farms of 
Messrs. Craig, George Suterland and Whalen, 
where the growing crops gave ample evidence 
of the grain raising qualities of the soil. On 
the second day, leaving Edmonton early in the 
morning, the delegates proceeded via Sand lake, 
across Stony Plains, returning by the north 
side of Big lake and St. Albert to Edmonton. 
The land in the Stony Plains district is unsur- 
passed in any country for richness of soil, and 
the delegation was astonished at the luxuriant 
growth there of the pea vine and wild vetch, as 
well as all kinds of wild fruit. Mention must 
be made here of a vast hay marsh, five miles in 
length and averaging about half a mile iu 
breadth, which stretches along both sides of 
Dog Creek on the west end of Big lake, and will 
cut this year at least three tons to the acre of 
the very finest hay. Next morning the. dele- 

ates left Edmonton in wagons, provided by 

Major Griesbach, of the N. W. Mounted police, 
and drove through Fort Saskatchewan along 
the old Victoria trail, about eighteen miles east 
of the fort, where they camped for the night. 
After examining the sections in the vicinity 
next ef they drove to the northwest corner of 
Beaver lake, returning next morning to Fort 
Saskatchewan, thirteen quarter sections of gov- 
ernment land being taken up by them in the 
neighbourhood of Two Creeks and the Springs, 
about two miles south of the old Victoria trail. 
In addition members of this delegation have 
bought a section and a half of land nerth of the 
Sturgeon river, and are taking up and purchas- 
ing four sections or more near Olds. 'Those who 
did not take up or purchase land, only two in 
nunber, were sent out as representatives of 
thity families in northern and western Ne- 
braska, and are making arrangements to return 
with these immigrants to the Edmontoh dis- 
trict early next spring. In the opinion of these 
delegates the outlook for the farmer settling in 
the Edmonton district is a very bright one. 
Taking into consideration the natural resources 
of the country, its wonderful rich soil, fine 
climate, wood, water, coal and other minerals 
and the ‘act that bef..1e long other railroads will 
bring it still nearer to market, the future of 
this district is absolutely assured, and the set- 
tler who comes in now is the one who will reap 
to its fullest extent the benefit of the develop- 
ment of this grand country. 

The country along the line from Maple Creek 
west to Calgary is much dryer than usual, and 
a large portion of it is burned by prairie fires, 
Kast of Maple Creek the grass is not quite so 
dry, but some prairie fires have been there also,

FORT MACLEOD LETTER. 


The following letter has been sent to the Ma- 
nitoba Free Press, Regina Leader and Calgary 
Herald signed by all the leading residents of 
McLeod ; 


Fort Mac.xop, 27th July, 1892. 


We, the undersigned, who are all property 
holders and business men in the present town of 
Fort Macleod, desire that our views regarding 
the removing to new townsite, recently laid out 
on the north side of the Old Man’s river, and 
about three miles from the present townsite, as 
laid out by the company, known as the C. & EK. 
railroad company., be generally known and cir- 
culated. It has been widely stated and adver- 
tised in the east, that those at present living 
and doing business in the town of Fort Macleod 
are desirous of moving, as the present site is 
not a desirable ove. We wish most emphatic- 
ally to contradict this most erroneous statement 
and to have it generally known on what grounds 
we originally located in the town of Fort Mac- 
leod, and also the great injustice it is to all of 
us, that a new town is located in our close 
vicinity, we being as much as told that unless

town started in spite of us. On July the 9th, ‘ 5 aa 
1884, the lots of the present government site of CLOCKS. 


Fort Macleod were put up at auction by the 
government auctioneer, J. H. Metcalf. This is 
one of the few government townsites ever put 
on the market, and probably the only one in 
the Northwest Territories. Many lots were 
purchased ranging in price from $25 to $40 for 
corner lots. ‘These have, of course, changed 
hands many times, and lois in the last six years 
have sold as high as $600. We have all made 
our homes here, built our residences, put up 
our business houses with the clear understaud- 
ing and belief that this government town of 
Fort Macleod would be permanent and abiding. 

Two years ago the rumor circulated to the 
effect that a railroad would be built south from 
Calgary to Fort Macleod, we all firmly beliey- 
ing that railaoad would come into town. Such, 
however, has not been the case as the C. & b. 
railroad company have laid out their own town- 
site at the point already designated and these 
few speculators have led the public to under- 
stand, that we the present business men and 
others residing at Fort Macleod were willing 
aad anxious to move over. We wish it to be 
generallyZunderstood th: t such is not our inten- 
tion, wedo not intend to abandon our houses, 
which cannot possibly be moved; or give up 
our lots purchased from the government with 
the understanding that their townsite would 
endure,
